MOTOR CYCLES ON THE MARKET, 


G}HERE are few Motor Cycles to-day which have a more “clean” yet business-like look than the two 
#/ Royal Enfield Models. There is an air of gentility about them, yet withal they are capable of 
making a fine turn of speed when occasion demands it. ‘The Enfield Company are no novices in the 
Motor Cycle industry. They were one of the pioneer firms in the early days, and their experience 
and knowledge are alike reflected in the two handsome Models which they are turning out in ever- 
increasing numbers. The distinguishing feature in the appearance of the Enfield Models is the 
curved top tube, there is no missing an Enfield machine as it glides past, if this is looked for. The 
constructional advantages are many, and include the Enfield two-speed’ gear—a remarkable piece 
of mechanical efficiency—the Cush’ drive, the girder forks, improved front and rear mud-guards, 
with engines of the twin cylinder type. No single cylinder engine can ever be run with the 
smoothness, silence and flexibility of a well-balanced Twin, and that is one of the secrets of 
the unalloyed success of the Royal Enfield Models. 


Another great factor in the success of the Enfield Models is the stringent precautions which are 
taken throughout every process of manufacture. The smallest parts undergo the most rigid ex- 
amination, and from first to last there is a strict system of inspection by thoroughly competent 
engineers. 


The popular 3 h.p. two-speed and free engine Enfield is a model of neatness, as the illustration shows. 
The footboards are long and comfortable, the transmission by roller chain to the rear wheel, the 
mudguards extending over the wheels affording ample protection from the elements, and the magneto 
mounted in a position away from all likelihood of damage. A ‘kick starter’? lever is fixed on the right-hand side 
of the machine just behind the magneto, by sharply kicking down the leyer and simultaneously dropping the 
exhaust valve lifter the engine is instantly started. No unsightly cables litter the handlebar; they are carried 
inside, and only the control levers appear outwardly. The handlebar is made remarkably strong by a lateral 
bridge. The engine dimensions are 60 m/m by 75 m/m. A noticeable feature of the tank is that it is attached to 
the frame by two supports of registered design, brazed to the middle tube of the frame. The weight, being sup- 
PR ean the bottom, enables the tank to be constructed with the join at the top, thus obviating any possibility 
of leakage. 


The mechanically forced lubrication fitted to the 3 h.p. model has been declared by experts to be the most 
perfect system yet evolved in motor cycle design. The oil is carried in a tank at the back of the down tube, and 
one of two pumps, fitted outside the timing gear case, inducts the oil to the engine; thence, after lubricating 
each cylinder, the second (expulsion) pump forces the oil back again into the tank. When the engine is running 
there is a continuous circulation of oil, thoroughly and equally lubricating each cylinder. 


The Enfield two-speed gear and free engine which is fitted to this machine, and also to the 6 h.p. side-car 
Model calls for special mention. Briefly, the power is transmitted from sprockets on the engine shaft by two 
chains, one for each gear, toa counter-shaft in the bottom bracket, which contains the two-speed mechanism. 
The final drive from the counter-shaft to the back wheel is bya chain on the right-hand side of the machine. The 
chains are exceptionally well guarded, although the cover may be easily removed when required. The engine 
shocks are greatly absorbed by the slipping aigien amine engine shaft, and also by the patent Cush drive. This 
simple but ingenious device is the outcome of considerable experimenting by the Enfield Company. It is placed 
in the rear hub, the driving sprocket having a hollow cup in which are sat three metal vanes, an inner drum 
provided with three similar vanes fits into the sprocket wheel, and between each two vanes is a rubber block or 
buffer. The power is transmitted through three of the buffers, the other three taking the shock of any recoil. 


The 6 h.p. side-car combination is a veritable yehicle de luxe. The dimensions of the engine are 76 m/m by 
85 m/m. The two-speed gear and free engine is fitted in conjunction with the slipping clutch and Cush drive. 
It is a powerful machine, and every detail of it has been designed solely with the idea of it being used for 
passenger work, Perfect’ alignment of the machine and side-car are assured by the side-car fittings being 
permanently built in as an integral part of the frame. _No bending of the fittings when attaching the side-car is 
possible, and the machine always steers perfectly, and imposes no undue wearing strain on the tyres. On the 
three wheels grooved motor car tyres (650 m/m by 65 m/m) are fitted, a necessity for side-car work as the Enfield 
people have realized.

WE are frequently asked by users and would be users of these goods for infor- 
mation to assist them in satisfying themselves as to the genuiness or otherwise of 
some component part of B.8.A. set of fittings. 


In order to anticipate any necessity which may arise for assistance in this matter, and to simplify the 

parts, we now append a schedule showing clearly where to seck the distinguishing mark— 
either the piled rifles or the letters “B.8.A.”—which unfailingly appears on each part of a complete set of 
B,S.A. fittings. 


Steering Head: On the front of the Handlebar Clip under the Lamp Bracket, on the Crown, and on the 
Lock-Nut. 


Crank Bracket: On the face of each Crank, near the axle, and on the Cups, Chain Wheel and Axle. 
Seat Pillar Lug: On one side only, in line with the Seat Post. 

Back Fork Ends: On the outside of each Fork End, and on the Adjuster Cams. 

Back Fork Bridge: Between the Tubes. 

Back Stay Bridge: On the Top. 

Hubs: In two places on the Barrel of each Hub, near the flanges, and on the Spindles. 

Pedals: In two places on the Barrels, near the End Plates; and on the Spindles. 


We would warn the public to insist, when ordering a B.S.A. Fittings Bicycle, that an entire set of B.S.A. parts 
be employed in its construction, and to take care that the reliability and value of the machines do not suffer 
by the introduction of inferior imitation components.

With these all-important factors in its favor, and its triumphal emergence from the severest tests to which it 
has been subjected, it is little wonder that it has attained for itself a far-famed reputation. 


The Variable Gear.— Fixed to the spindle is a dog clutch (A), and sliding on the former is the central pinion 
(B), having a dog clutch formed on the end. The sliding of this pinion is actuated by a control lever attached 
to the frame top tube or handlebar. This pinion (B), when the hub is running on the normal or high gear, 
engages with the chain wheel centre (C) and the four planet pinions (D). The whole are securely locked 
together, enabling the hub to run solid, as in the case of an ordinary hub. 


When the position of the control lever is changed the central pinion (B) is immediately released and slips 
back into engagement with the dog clutch (A), the drive being transmitted through the planet pinions and the 
gear thereby reduced 23°8 per cent. 


The Brake.—The expansion of the phosphor-bronze ring in 
in this brake is effected by the movement of the lever (KX) by a 
backward rotative movement of the cone (E); this is effected 
by the movement of the screwed clutch nut (F), which is 
actuated by the driving screw (H) on moving the pedals in a 
backward direction. 


A slight backward pressure on the pedals sets up the 
required movement of the lever (K), expands the phosphor- 
bronze band (1), and brings same into contact with the hardened 
steel hub fiange. 


The Drive.—A forward pressure of the pedals carries ths 
clutch nut (F) towards the chain side and engages same with 
the coned cup (J), which is integral with the hub shell and 
forms in engagement a friction-driving clutch of absolute 
efficiency. 


The Free Wheel—When the pedals are stationary the clutch nut (F) automatically recedes to the left out of 
contact with the cup (J) and into contact with the cone (E)—ready for instant braking purposes—leaving the 
hub shell to revolve freely on the bearing (G). 


Lubrication. 


This is effected by means of the lubricator fitted in the centre of the hub shell, and the use of 
thin sperm oil s 


recommended for this purpose. 


The proper lubrication of the brake is of the utmost importance. To prevent overheating of the hub shell 
and phosphor-bronze ring, the brake must be carefully lubricated with a heavy lubricant through the oil hole 
provided for the purpose, which will be found on the outside of the brake flange.

Apply the square hole in the thin spanner (handle upwards) to the square end of the hub spindle, 
then turn towards the front of the machine until the chain is tight. Slightly turn the reverse way to slacken 
sufficiently to ensure free running. Hold the spanner firmly in this position, keeping the cams and 
in close contact, then with the other spanner tighten the left-hand nut or footstep, as the case may 
move the thin spanner and tighten up the right-hand spindle nut. The cams should be fixed on the hub 
in the position shown in illustration above, #.c., with the ends abutting against the fixed cam blocks.
